liO ! The Poor Indian* 

In another pavt of the preHont iin- 
prossion ■will be found a eomminiicii- 
tioii from the pen of the Eev. L. 
Fouquefc, the earnest and zealous 
Rorifan Catholic Missionaiy. Mr. 
Fouquefc has passod some fifteen yours 
anionn;st the Indians of this country, 
live of which have been spout on Har- 
blodown iHliuul.wliero ho is now engag- 
ed in extonsivo missionary, work. His 
intimate acquaintance with the habits 
and circumstances of the native tribes 
and his fervid devotion to their wol- 
faro entitle anything' coming from liini 
upon the subject to the gr ateat con- 
sideration, ffe will be obser^'ed that 
the communication in another colunm 
in many respects supports the vimvs 
expressed in this journal as to tlio true 
policy of the Government in dealin;:^ 
witli the coast tribes. It must be 
quite clear that so lon^ as the villau- 
OUB traffic in the vile compound known 
as "Indian whisky" is permitted to 
nourish, these tribes cannot be ex[)cct- 
od to pay much regard either to the 
laws of the land or to the "liighor 
law." Nay, more; so lon^f as that 
trathc continues, neither life nor pro- 
perty can be considered safe along 
the coast, and there will bo constant 
danger of an (uitbroak on a large scale. 
Tiicse considerations, important in 
themselves, derive accuimulativein-por- 
tance, viewed in the light of impend- 
ing railway enterprise and extended 
mining operations; and inasmuch as 
"an ounce of prevention is better than 
a pound of cure," it will bo tlio true 
poliey of the Federal (Toveriimont to 
give the subject immediate attention, 
and adopt such measures as may ap- 
pear best calculated to avert mischief, 
Mr. Fouquet throws new light upon 
the Indian liquor trallic; and he aptly 
asks Nvliy tlie Indian engaging in that 
tratlic should not be punished as well 
a.4 the white man. The suggestion as 
to the best mode of punishing Indian 
ofi'enders is deserving of senoua con- 
sideration. To drag them down to Vic- 
toria and make them servo a term in 
the chaingang is, wo fear, to finish 
tlieir .education for future illdoing. 
They are tui-ned out seven time more 
the childi'en of hell than they entered ; 
and, besides, a considerable ex2>onse 
is entailed upon the country for their 
maintenance. Tliat the theory sug- 
gested by Father Fouquet would 
])rovo l)oth salutary, ertective and econ- 
omical, provided it could be properly 
earned out.seems scarcely open to ques- 
tion. Indian offenders, instead of 
being cooped up in Victoria Gaol, eat- 
ing tlie bread of idleness and learuiug 
the science of crimo, would V)e, so to 
speak, prisoners on their own hunting 
and tishing grounds; and thus they 
would coutin\ie to be producers, wliile, 
at the same time, as we are assured by 
^Ir.Fou(|uct,lh('y would be undergoing 
a much more severe punishment than 
would bo the case were they inmates 
of Victoria Gaol. The necessity for a 
revenue cutter to be constantly kept 
])lyiug on tho (^oast, visiting the vari- 
ous Indian villiges and making them 
feel that they are liotli watclied and 
carod for, overhauling all vessels and 
small craft in order to see that no con- 
traband goods are carried, and, gener- 
ally, protecting the revenue, the white 
man and the iTidian, becomes nnu-e 
and more iipinruait. Without somethiuj^' 
of the kind tliero will be no souibhvuco of 
authority on the coast, — tho law will be 
neither ii terror to evil doers nor a protec- 
tiiin t-> W(>11 iliii^i-.t. It will l)c a il'-iid 
lc;t< r. 'I'los whole su!)ini't is rt'-.))cct f ul iy 
ciiiiiiacniiiMl to the curiK'sl coiisiiliM'al ion of 
lli<' i''(Mli'i-:il iiul hnritii's : mill wr woulil 
warn tli.'.Mu a;.,Minst di'Liy. \V,> woulil v.-- 
mind thorn of the liiito Inlet uias.-iacrc, 
when a futile iittempt to punish the guilty 
cont the country upwards of ei;^lity 
tliOiisaiid ilollai s, an;! incurred tho ridicule 
(if tho Indians. F.itli^n' Fominct is cer- 
tainly no ahunni'^t : nn;l vet lie st.lt'-s t'liit 
lii> would iKit lie siirprisivl to licar ol' p.n 
outlireak anion;: the Iiidiuns; at ;uiy 
moment. Viewin;^' tht^ (piestiou from a 
Provincial Htand|)oint, tlie enforcemout of 
law and order anioii^.-t the coast Indians 
is beeomiuK moriiaiul more important, as 
our intarest.s extend northward. Thi> 
p;rcat Slcecaii country promisou to op iii 
lip an almost limilli'ss field of productive 
wi-idtli. There, wu ivv. told, is to he found 
tho "g-ardeii of liritisli Uolumliia." I'lierc 
v,ila:il)lij iiiinorals "abound. Tliroui.rh 
the Skcaiirt is to hi', found the true outlet 
for tlie fjreat fur trade now finding its 
w-vy to Europe througli Hudson's JJ.iy. 
We are as.surod tliat a comparatively tri- 
flin;^ e-qieiiditiire for the purpose of open- 
ing comniuniciil i' in lief ween tho he:iil of 
n.vs'igat ion on tii" Sk.'eiin anil the Didioro 
(^onnfry, would lirint; that entire trade 
t!r.'i.>ii;ili Victori I. il'^^arding the subjucl 
in tho lughcr lisht of duty, or in the 
lower one of dolLu s mid conts, it appears 
to b« tho truo policy of the Dominion 
(i ivoriiment to .-i lojit prompt and oiier- 
•.fctic nieusurns for bringing the Iiuliiin 
tribes along the coast and, iiidood, in the 
interior, too, under more complete Bub- 
jeotJon to the British Law.

About tlie Coast Indians. 

Editor Buirtsu Colonist : — Tho re- 
membrance of the massacre of many 
white men by tho Chilcotin Indians, to- 
[jether with its consequeiu'cs and the 
jirospect of a railroad passing througli 
the southern end of the district inliabitiid 
by one of the worst nations of Indians in 
li'ritish Columbia, oblige me to direct 
your attention to the fact that I cannot 
"find an instance in which the fftdlli/ par- 
/(■('.< amongst the Indians, from Cape 
Mudgo to Milbank Sound, have boon pni - 
ished f(n- their murders and other out- 
rages iijion both whiti^ men and 1 iidiiuis, 
altlioiigh there possibly may bo some 
(•a':cs niikiiowii to me. I have heanl that 
during the time of the Hon. Hudson Bay 
Company's rule, three slaves wore killed 
to atouo for the murder of white m«n. 
A few years ago some Indians ami I jiaid 
for the bark taken from a white man ; in 
this case, as in the former, the guilty 
parties escaped unpunished. About ten 
years ago two white men were killed, for 
"whom, an Indian was tried and released, 
as far as I can ascertain. Five years ago 
two white men wore killed and their ves- 
sel sunk; shortly after a fight occurred 
between the crew of a vess(>l and tho In- 
dians, sonic of whom were kilhul ; in 
neither case was justice done. ILqipily 
very few small vessels have ever since 
passed thro' that district. 1 pass over the 
iiiinor outrages committed upon wliite 
men by Indians, such as a (luarrel be- 
tween prospectors for i-opper and Indians 
opjiosing their working the land, etc. 
Justice lias always been passed over. 

As for the munlers that occurreil lio- 
tween the Indians tli(>msclves in former 
times I have hoard only of the Clio's af- 
fair, which I believe wa.s occasioned by 
tho killing of a slave to feed some canni- 
bal master dancers at Fuvt Huport ; but 
everyone know's how aftorwimlB tho In- 
dians were made to bclievo that they 
should receive oomiieiisation. To this 
I day sonic of their speakers at their meet- 
ings mention it as a jiroof that the white 
men are as bad as themselves. Siiica thi.> 
I Clio's affair tho Indians, upon iiitroduc- 
; tions given myself, gave information of 
i two cases of iniuder, one to the (rovorn- 
i inent and the othm- to Her ^iajestv's 
j olllcers ; but no steps were taken ill citlier 
case, although I would h;irdly expeet to 
prevent Intliaii fueds. ]\lore lUtention 
was paid to the murder of live Indians in 
i a cano(!, but tlip murderers were left iiii- 
! molested. Many other murders and 
.come of thi^ most atrocious and cold 
I blooded lia\ c p.'isscd altogether unnoticed, 
t iis well as ontr^iges of everv descriplion. 
{ Lately it ha^ lie. mi jiainful to mh' how 
! the liulians lauglie 1 and scorned at the 
i w hite men upon the nuMe report, li(> it 
! true or not, of the nianner in which some 
of them were said to have worsted the 
police sohieuhei-cj along the coiist. t)f 
course there an> some amongst lliem more 
sensible and better di^iiiosed ; liul tliev 
] are nverrnled by the wicki d Indians, 
j especially by tliosit who aru in the habit 
1 of visiting N'ietoria. They suy the Gov- 
I ernmmit of the white men do not care 
j what the natives ilo in their own country, 
and mention how often tho trovernmont's 
■ man of war ves.seN Iihvo passed without 
noticing tlieiu. .May I. give as my hum- 
; lile opir, i. Ill that if.ig'eneral liiilian war 
' be inipi i-,;.il ile.u rep" 't it ion of the Chilcotin 
affair and seiioiis irouldes will not take 
mo by snriniso, when the mineral wealth 
of the district will attract prospectors and 
minors. The enormous amount of whisky 
carried amongst them renders it more 
than proliable. Indeed, the last four 
years I lia\ e not heard of any white man 
bringing lii[iio]s to the Indians of tlu? 
distri;-t ; but tho Indian traders coine 
regularly to Victoria to buy it, and trade 
it among their own people with a jirofit 
reatdiing frem 100 to 400 per cent. I 
have often asked wliy the Indians are not 
punished like the white men for trading 
whisky to Indians. .Nothing' shoi-t of a 
severe punishment of the Indians liadine, 
liqUOl-8 will stop the p<iisonous Irallic. .\ 
heavy fine, the prohibition for the olleiid- 
er.s leaving the district, wliile other lu- 
I diaiis would bo allowed to travel as usual 
and visit the towns and settlements of 
wliit(> men, etc. liut above all the 
proper means to enforce the law may 
stop the iiifaniinis t raflic. 

It IS to be lio])ed the Dominion fiovern- 
meiit will have the coast Indians regular- 
ly visited by a vessel with a suiliuiout i)0- 
lice force, and thus enable its representa- 
tives to enforce the law against the crimes 
and liquor trade. I havo heard many In- 
dians e.\|iress the wish that it slionl'd be, 
so. 'I'hey see their own pi'opio fading 
aw.ay, and feel veiT bad about it; for in- 
stance: 11) I'ort Itupert Indians were 
drowned on account of having too much 
liquor, although tho whisky traders deny 
it; 8 or 10 MamuHleknllas died vory short- 
ly after a series of whisky feasts, eii!, 

.Iiistice <ibligos me te .s'ay that the Ifo- 
inallikos, CMohoss, and S'.'asliales, ar(^ a 
race totally dilVerent from their northern 
neighbors, [always counted them amongst 
the best Indians of British Columbia. 
There has been no whisky drinking in 
seven of their villages tho last ten years. 
In justice also to the Euklotaws ond other 
tribes, tbesnbjoots of this communication, 



I must say that, if in tho beginning the 
Indians robbed several times our house at 
Fort lluiiort, they liavo never done it since 
we ar^ on Harbledown Island, nor com- 
mitted any depredation in onr garden 
wdiich is open on every side, tluis showing 
a decided inqirovement in this respect as 
well as in some others. I have the Louor

Mr. Spenkev took the Chair at 2:05 o'- 
clock, 

Mr. Eobnrtson — AsIumI lonvn to intro- 
duce the fDllowiuj,' JJills; a ]5ill to muuiul 
tho Gold jMiiiiiif,' OnliimiicH of 1807; a 
Bill to amend tho Mineral Ordinauco of 
1867;"a Bill to pre>ent the profanation of 
tlio Loru's Day. 

Mr. Eobortson LoRfjod tlint tlieso Bills 
sliould bo rond on iMondny ni!xt. AVitli 
regard to tlia Ninonil Ordiniiiico JSill tho 
Committoo had not conic to auv dolhiite 
resolntions. Leave granted. 

Mr. Semliu moved that a Sulact Com- 
mittee, oomprising Messrs. liobertson, 
Hwghea, Mara and Semlin, ho appointed 
to draft th(? oxpluniitory address of Hi.s 
Excellency the J_]iout-( lovernor to tho Do- 
minion I'arliuniciit in rcsjioct (o h>galix- 
ing tho salchi of laud in tins Ih-ovinco since 
1870. 

In its araonded form this nicitiou i)awsed. 

Mr. Humphrey.s moved tliat when pa- 
pers are presented by command, or in 
pnrsnanco of an order of this House, or 
m answer to tiu Address, tho same shall 
be laid upon tin; Tal)lc in such a form as 
to ensure a speedy delivery thereof to 
members. 

Mr. Bunster seconded. 

Mr. Humphreys said tho object of this 
motion was to .simplify and systematizo 
tiio work of hon. momhers. 

Mr. DeCosmos took oxeeption to the 
motiini. Tlie Governniout would have to 
supply 25 copies. This would retard tho 
work of the House and add a useless ex- 
pense. 

Mr. Beaven spoko to tho same ofTect. 

Mr. Humphreys rose to explain. The 
hon. gentlemen liad comi)letoly misappro- 
houded tho object of the motion. It was 
not necessarily intended to have every 
paper sent down to the Tlonso printed, 
but only what -were so ordered by the 
House.' He simply proposed doing what 
is n6w yearly done in the House of Com- 
mons. It was necessary that hon. mem- 
bers should have access to returns and 
answers to addresses. 

Mr. DeCoamos said that erery Member 
could walk n^ to the table whore tho 
papers were laid and read and inform 
himself. 

Mr. Holbrook said that this information 
was not only asked for by tlio Jlenibers, 
but by their constituents. Tho printing 
of these impKSi;8 was the best way of con- 
veying this informatioii'to the country. 

Mr. Walkem was not aware of any 
"hurry scurry," in tho way returns were 
laid before tho House. 

Tho motion was lost. 

Mr. Humphreys moTcd for information 
respecting titles and table of procedenco 
in this Province. Withdrawn. 

Mr. Barnston moved that an humblo 
Address bo presented to His E.Kcellency 
tho Lieut. Govenior. praying that ho will 
have additional poUin.i,' places establishod 
in tho present tiariboo Hlecloral District, 
viz; — at Woodcoclc's Ijaudin^;, on Slcoona 
Biver, Forks of Hkoena, Manson Creek, 
and Stoyrart's Lake. 

The hon. mover said that he hud since 
flsaortained that Woodcock's Landing and 
Forks of Skeena wore included in the Now 
Westminster District, lio should therefore 
strike them out and for polling places for 
the other two. Passed.

Mr. Eobertson asked whether any ten- 
ders for tho oonstruction of a Ci raving 
Dock at Esquimau have liuen received; if 
so, state particulars V 

Tho hon. Chief Commissioner said tho 
Govornmont had received none. 

Mr. Kobcrtson asked what steps tho 
Government intend to take to secure the 
oonstro^fcipn, at at early day, of a Graving 
Drfck at Esquimau ? 

Hon. Mr. DoC.losmos said that the Gov- 
ernment was not yet projiarcd to answer 
this question; but wonhl, no doubt, bo 
shortly in a ])ositi(in to do so. 

Hoii. Dr. Ash iisked wliat plans the 
late Government had formed forthe con- 
^Irnotion of theEsquimalt Graving Dock? 

Mr. Robertson would answer witli 
pleasure any (juestion that were properly 
iiskcd. He'did not, ho\V(>ver, admit the 
right of the (ioveriinient to (picstion any 
member, and he thought that the ])re- 
aeht question .savored of iinperti- 
nnnce. He, however, would have no 
i)i)jection to aflford this information for tlie 
satisfaction of tlio House. Here the hon. 
gciitloman explained wliat the late (rov- 
.irnmont hail propoM^d dniw^. Tiie uecoa- 
sary capital was to have liuen raised on 
dobontuves with 5 per cent. Doiiiinioii 
guarantoQ for 10 years; io capitali/.o tlie 
interest and with this sum to proceed with 
the works. , . , , , 

Hon. Dr. Ash said this had been tlip 
only opportunity he liad had of ascertain- 
ing for the prc'seut Govenimont the 
views and plans of tlio lato, and of l)one- 
fitting bv their exporionco. 

Mr. Kobertson remarked that had the 
hon gentleman applied privately for in- 
formation in a proper manner he nould 
have obtained what no wanted. 

;Mr, Harnston rose to a (inestion of 
privilege'. Jleluulhei-ii reiiorled in the 
,S;/<ia(/<"''/ ii« having saiil in the (lel)ale on 
Customs that iron should lie taxed. There 
ware no iron mines in the Province to 
protect and iron should come in free of 
duty.

Hon. iMr. Beaven said ho thought this 
bill would liiid favor v/ith the Houso. The 
Dominion Govornmont had given their 
reasons for withholding tlioir assent to 
tho other three bills; wherca-s with this 
bill they had preserved oomijleto .silei^oe., 
It was argued last 80B8ib^t|ia^ -4°'' 
right to legislate on itiiasuDject. ' mt'^ho' 
contended under tho British North Ameri- 
ca Act wo had. The hon gentlomau was 
about to quote, when 

IMr. Hi)eakor observed tliiit nil this 
should have (ronio u]! at tho Jir.st reading 
of tho bill and ruled tho lion, mover out 
of order. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom moved that the Bill 
be road this day six months. He said we 
wore enacting an absurdity. Tho Do- 
minion Govornmont had two ways of^kill- 
iiig a Bill — one was by an adverse vote, 
th(! otlior by letting it remain a dead lot- 
tor on our Statute Jjook. It was evident 
they intended to puisuo tho Litter course 
ami to let tho Bill drop. In dealing wilii 
a young Province they piGfiM-red this 
mild treatment to tho harslicr mode he 
had mentioned for killing a men.suro. 
(.Questions of marriage anil divoreo canio 
within tlio ]iroviiu'o of J>oniinioii legisla- 
tion. Tliis Bill advaiK'Oil the propositlnii 
wliother children horn out of wodloek 
should bo logitiiuizcd. Tlii! ciuivorsu of 
this proijositiou would bo whether chil- 
dren born after marriago should bo bas- 
tardized ? Tho Parliament of Canada told 
us that wo could soloninizo niutriinoiiy 
according to the litos <if any religion. 
This Bill docs not ileal with this (jiiestion, 
but with that of divorce. Tho whole 
question had boon so nicely put liy tho 
late Attorney-Goneral that evidently the 
Dnminiou Gprernment ha^l token that 
view of the case. 

Jlr. Bobson .said lio could see nothing 
ol)jectionable about tho Bill. The marri- 
age (lucstiou was certainty toiiclied upon; 
but its bearing was uj)OU civil rights and 
rights of prop 'rLy. Tho late Attorney- 
General had put the question very nicely 
indeed when H>o omondtt/l E'i'->h>. ninu T>iii 
was before tho Houso; but this did not 
])roY0 that that law was good or bad; 
neither did the.hqn. geatle.man'fl ppinioi\s 
all'ect this Bill. It was not fair to tho 
liouso to use tho authority of the Federal 
Government for suck a purpo.sc. Their 
action in thin matter savored of silent 
contom])t rather than gentle syiupatbj-, as 
tho hon gentleniaii wonhl have iis behove. 
This Houso hud a right to know tlie rea- 
Bona that guided the Federal Gtiverniiiont 
in this matter. Withholding them from 
this House wavored of impertinence, and 
this House owed it to their se|f-res])ei'l to 
obtain what was tiieirundoiihted right. 

Mr. Smith spoke strongly in favor of 
tho Bill, and said tlioso who o])po3ed it 
wished to visit the sins of parents upon 
their children. No matter where tho child 
came from — be it black or wliito — the 
father ought to have tho opportunity of 
doing the "correct thing" towards it. 

Mr. McCroight explained tho marriago 
law and tho jurisdiction of this House. 
He claimed that the House had no power 
in the matter which belonged fn the Do- 
minion Parliament, If tlie Bill wore to 
pass it would be a delusion any a snare, 
it would make people beljovo that thoir 
children were legitimate "when they were 
illegitimate. 

Mr. Humphreys supported tho Bill and 
cited tho celebrated Connollv case. Con- 
nolly had lived withau Indian woman in 
Manitoba, by whomhe had children. .Af- 
terwards lie settled in Canada, married a 
whito woman and had children by her. 
When he died the Iiidiau children buciI 
for a share in his estate, and were av.'ard- 
ed it by Justice Draper. It was monstrous 
to say that a chihl born out of wedlock 
should not share the same privileges as 
those born in wedlock. 

Mr. Booth opposed the measure,' and 
said that the Indian heirs of Connolly 
were awariled Hie property heeanse (ho 
mother had been married to tho fathei- 
according to jTidiau riles. 

Mr. B.irnston favored the principle of 
tho liill and favored the extension of the 
principle to an indofhiito time instead of 
confining it to 1873. [ Hear, j ]3ut while 
agreeing with tlio iiriiieiplo he also 
agreed with tho hou. Attorney-(ieneral 
and tho ox- Attorney-General as to the ju- 
risdiction of this Houso. Ho churgod the 
hon. Member for Lillooet -with saying 
that marriago was an absurdity. 

5Ir. llunijihroys interrupted and said 
that ho sjioke highly of tho sanctity of the 
marriage ceremony, anil so \T(dl did he 
j think of it thai he pro])Osi"(l to e^leiul it 
it the way provided Ijy this Bill. 

Mr.Bariistiiu said if a man lit Alaska mar- 
ried an Indian woman in'cording to the 
customs other tribe and took her to Eng- 
land, the highest Courts would decide j 
that the children wore lagitimnte. , 
]\Ir. J5unstor would Hni))it)rt the Bill be- ' 
cause ho thought it would do good, 

Mr. Beaven replied, ehiiiaing that the 
Ilonae liad full jiovv-er in tlie maltcr. In 
Hetlly'.i case the children siifl'ered 
through tho death of their father bnoauso 
no such law as this was in force, notwith- 
standing ho was anxions to have them 
righted shortly before li is doatli. 
'i'ho aiiKrodinent was lost 17 to (!, 
Hon. Mr. Walkcin ashed that tiio names 
bo takon down for bis own protection as 
a professional man before the Canadian 
Govornmont. 

Tho liill was road a second time and 
Committed, Mr. Holbrnok in the-Choir. 

The Bill was umonded .so as to inalio all 
eliildreii liorii out <»f lawful wi-dlock, whose 
pai'ents now aro. orjirior to the first day 
of duly, 1875, shall bo lawfully inter-niai-- 
l ied. shall be legitimate, and have and 
enjoy all tho rights and i>rivilogi3s and lie 
liable to all the duties and obligations of 
children born in lawful wodloolt. The 
Aid shall not iirejinliee oratrei'l any estate, 
right or inter<-st which shall have ln'cn 
acquired under any will iiiiide or jn'ovod, 
or deed or other instrument exeoutod, be- 
fore the passing thereof.

Tho troops were under command of 
Gen. Whoaton, and consisted of 250 regu- 
lars, two comiianio.! of Oregon volunteers, 
"25 (!ali{oniia \'ohiiiteerH, and a fev>- Kla- 
miith Indians, numbering in all about 
COO. On Tucsihiv, Caiit. Bernard with 
100 rcguhufi and ii few Klamath Indians 
niovctl around the north end of the lahe 
to the east of Capt. Jack's position at three 
o'clock Friday morning. He was to ad- 
vunoo from the oast, while Gen. Whoaton 
with the remainder of tlie force were to 
attack Jack from the west under co\-er of 
fire from the howitzers. Thursday night 
a dense fog arose and completely cnvcdop- 
ing everything so that it was impossible 
to seo 30 yards in any direction. Tho 
two forcoe were about 12 miles apart al- 
tbongh in commiinioathm with each other 
it TK'as necessary to <ro a mucdi 
greater distance. ('uptiiiii IJernard 
conimeneod the atlack and was 
resisted by .Jack's men, numbering about 
200, who were coiicc.tled in roelcs along a 
line two miles long. Gen. Wheaton 
hearing Capt. Bernard's guns had no al- 
tornntivo but to advance to his assistance 
witlunit tho aKsistanco of tho howitzer, as 
Cajit. Pernnrd's ])o.sitioii was so iiidonnite 
as to endanger his command . They fought 
the uuHoeii enemy from morning until 
dark through a torrilie lire, ibii iiig whitdi 
time scarcely a single Indian was 
soon the loss to the troops is fortj' killed 
and wounded. Indian loss is unknown.

J. K. I'orowii, of Oregon \'olunteers.

The 
troops wore <;onipellod to retire to their 
camps ; tho mo\eineiit resulting in noth- 
ing more tliaii a forei'd recoiioi.sance of 
C.i]itaiii .lack's ]iiisition. ('apt. Periiard's 
foi-ces .stood tho brunt of t!i(! fight and 1 
sulTorod terribly. Tho cavalry nil went | 
into tho fight dismounted. The troops ; 
now will only try to stop tho Modocs j 
from raiding upon the settlenieiits until I 
reinforced. It is ccrt.'iin tli;it .liu-k has j 
been reinforced by the Pitt lliver Indians 
and it is feared oilier bands will now join 
thom. (b'li. ^\'helUoll jiraises tho gallan- 
try of all, but particularly tho ()ro,i;on 
Voluntoers under Gen. Tro'saiul and Cali- 
fornia llifles under Fnirchild. Mr. T. 
Ticknor was guide for tho troops info the 
lava bod, and thinks one tiiousaiid men 
will bo roquirod to dislodgf! tho !Modoc^.
